Need For Holding Present Federal Tax Line 
Laii-A-Day 
The Nation Today 
james Marlow 


While there are always many people ov­ 
er the country demanding a reduction in 
tuxes, and sometimes justifiably, it would 


s e e m to be just common sense for the fed­ 
eral government to hold the present fed­ 
eral tax line, get its budget balanced and 
then, if at all possible start some reduc­ 
tion at our national debt, rather than give 
vav to election year propagandists w h o 
want to see some tax reduction, 
Tin recent action of the Congressional 
House Wavr.s and Means committee was 
an important move along this line when it 
voted to continue the present corporation 
levy and federal excise levies. 
Those who fully recognize the trying 
situation just now. understand that pres­ 
ent tax levies are necessary for mainten­ 
ance of a balanced budget this year. The 
political candidates who are seeking to 
make a loud campaign howl for an im­ 
mediate decrease in taxes are purely 
playing an election year game for I heil 
own purposes and most of them recognize 
that their demands are not reasonable. 
Particularly is this noticeable because 
some of the same ones, especially certain 
Democratic candidates, call loudly for 
more government “ handouts” and guar­ 
anteeing of prices while asking for lower 
taxes at the same time. Such a course is 
impossible and candidates who are cam ­ 
paigning for such things are not showing 
good thinking in matters of government 
finances. 
The next step is to guarantee that there 


also is no lowering of individual income 
taxes A prosperous period like the pres­ 
ent is the ideal time for debt reduction. 


To lower taxes would be to increase in­ 
flationary pressures, and to render more 
difficult the subsequent task of reducing 


public debt. 
Although an election year presents an 


inevitable temptation to leaders of both 


parties, no logical case can be made for 


reducing income taxes in the immediate 
future. Every harbinger points now to an 
increased spending load for the federal 
government. The need to push aerial re­ 
search and development becomes more 
apparent. The strides of Russian aviation, 
both in guided missiles and in warplanes, 
demonstrate the necessity for a reapprais­ 
al of U. S. defense efforts. The new Soviet 
economic challenge points to the possibili­ 
ty o* need for expanded U. S. economic 
action. 
With such challenges before the nation, 
increased demands on the federal coffers 
quite possibly will offset the increased 
revenues from expanded business activi­ 
ty. If so, we will be hard pressed to main­ 
tain a balanced budget and to accomplish 
'wen a little debt-reduction. As election 
year pressures mount, it will be the part 
of statesmanship, both in the administra­ 
tion and in the Congress, to hold fast to 
sound fiscal policy by holding the line on 
taxes.

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Need For Holding Present Federal Tax Line 
Laff-A-Day

While there are always many people ov­ 
er the country demanding a reduction in 
tuxes and sometimes justifiably, it would 
seem to be just common sense for the fed­ 
eral government to hold the present fed­ 
eral tax line, get its budget balanced and 
then, if at all possible start some reduc­ 
tion of our national debt, rather than give 
way to election year propagandists w h o 
want to see some tax reduction. 
The recent action of the Congressional 
House Wavns and Means committee was 
an important move along this line when it 
voted to continue the present corporation 
levy and federal excise levies. 
Those who fully recognize the trying 
situation just now. understand that pres­ 
ent tax levies are necessary for mainten­ 
ance of a balanced budget this year. The 
political candidates who are seeking to 
make a loud campaign howl for an im­ 
mediate decrease in taxes are purely 
playing an election year game for their 
own purposes and most: of them recognize 
that their demands are not reasonable. 
Particularly is this noticeable because 
some of the same ones, especially certain 
Democratic candidates, call loudly for 
more government “handouts'’ and guar­ 
anteeing of prices while asking for lower 
taxes at the same time. Such a course is 
impossible and candidates who are cam­ 
paigning for such things are not showing 
good thinking in matters of government 
finances. 
The next step is to guarantee that there 


also is no lowering of individual income 
taxes. A prosperous period like the pres­ 
ent is the ideal time for debt reduction. 
To loffl irer taxes would be to increase in­ 
flationary pressures, and to render more 
difficult the subsequent task of reducing 
public debt. 
Although an election year presents an 
inevitable temptation to leaders of both 
parties, no logical case can be made for 
reducing income taxes in the immediate 
future. Every harbinger points now to an 
increased spending load for the federal 
government. The need to push aerial re­ 
search and development becomes more 
apparent. The strides of Russian aviation, 
both in guided missiles and in warplanes, 
demonstrate the necessity for a reapprais­ 
al of U. S. defense efforts. The new Soviet 
economic challenge points to the possibili­ 
ty of need for expanded U. S. economic 
action. 
With such challenges before the nation, 
increased demands on the federal coffers 
quite possibly will offset the increased 
revenues from expanded business activi­ 
ty. If so, we will be hard pressed to main- 
thin a balanced budget and to accomplish 
even a little debt-reduction. As election 
year pressures mount, it will be the part 
of statesmanship, both in the administra­ 
tion and in the Congress, to hold fast to 
sound fiscal policy by holding the line on 
taxes.

It All Depends On Who Says It 
A wise man said the other day 
that President Eisenhower spoil­ 
ed all dinner conversation by an­ 
nouncing that he w o u l d run 
again. Now. the wise man said, 
there is nothing to talk about ex­ 
cept the probability of Dick Nix­ 
on running for Vice President, 
Grace .Kelly’s marriage to Grim­ 
aldi, and the gyrations of the 
French. 
Well, that is c o n v e rsation 
enough for most dinner parties. 
Of course, a good argument can 
be started by b e i n g either pro- 
Arab or pro-Israel, particularly 
among 'those who dislike being 
classified as pro-anythmg that 
may prove dangerous in a month 
or two. Even in the hospital, I 
heard the latest cliche which is: 
‘ Money isn’t everything but it 
gets a lot of things.” That pro­ 
found remark is supposed to be 
final and to represent profound 
thought. 
As I have to live, temporarily I 
hope,, on 1,500' calories, which us­ 
ed to cover my breakfast, I 
shall not be listening to such con­ 
versations for some time to 
come. Nevertheless, by indirec­ 
tion. I hear the latest pearls of 
wisdom and it would seem that 
what is most dangerous in this 
very rich and self-satisfied, coun­ 
try is that having often been on 
the brink of more wars and hav­ 
ing somehow' evaded them, we 
are cultivating a sense of secur­ 
ity that “God’s in his Heaven and 
all’s right with the world,"’ which 
makes it very easy. This may 
explain the current vogue of 
Vodka. 
So one looks at “ Pravda’,f and 
comes across a paragraph like 
this:“Contrar,} to the cause of cap­ 
italist countries, where the state 
and the people are implacable 
enemies, the Soviet State is 
strong through the consciousness 
(soznatelnost) of the masses, 
through their active participation 
in state construction in all fields 
of economic and cultural, life. 
The profund comprehension of the 
unit} of tin interests ot the state 
and of the people, the knowledge 
that Soviet people are working for 
themselves, for their security, 
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multiplies their forces and inspir­ 
es thorn toward new' labor feats.” 
That is a topsy-turvy descrip­ 
tion of our country which is sup­ 
posed to be capitalistic. Surely 
the American people are not im­ 
placable enemies of their govern­ 
ment, although none of us like 
tax-collectors which, is only natur­ 
al. Our government is a body of 
our own selection. Every two 
years we go to the polls and 
pick representatives, senators, 
occasionally a governor and on 
Leap Year, a president. No one 
is forced to pick a particular 
candidate: he can vote for an­ 
other or for nobody. If, for in­ 
stance, Jacob Javits runs against 
Herbert Hehman for senator, I 
shall write in the name of my 
dog, Joe. who, I feel w o u l d 
surely represent me more ade­ 
quately than, either of these gen­ 
tlemen. But there is no implaca­ 
ble enmity about all this. It is 
the give and take of a free sys­ 
tem, with a little humor to boot. 
No American hates his govern­ 
ment nor does he regard him­ 
self as being governmed or ruled 
by his government. We still own 
our government and all officials 
are servants of the people. And 
when, we weary of a public offici­ 
al, we do not need to kill him: 
we retire him to writing books 
as Mr. Truman has been doing.

Such a paragraph as the one I 
just quoted really explains why 
there is so much trouble in the 
world. Different peoples do not 
understand each other and that is 
worse, in spite of all the propa­ 
ganda and goodwill, they cannot 
understand e a c h other. Each 
race of man is like the youth who 
has discovered love lor the first 
time and believes that he must 
be the first one who discovered 
it. The Russians, for some rea­ 
son, cannot grasp that an Amer­ 
ican can be as patriotic as a 
Russian is.

While the excruciating pain of 
sciatica frequently begins follow­ 
ing an attempt to lite a heavy 
object, you. may get an attack 
simply by driving your car. 
Sciatica won’t kill you. It won t 
even make you weak. But the 
severe pain caused by the slight­ 
est movement of a leg may thor 
ougly disable you. 
Exposed to Injury 
The sciatic nerve, the longest 
in your body, is more exposed to 
internal and external injury and 
in flam, mat ion I h a n any other. 
You may injure it just by w-alking 
or riding a bicycle. 
Sitting on the edge of a chair 
or prolonged standing in poor 
posture may induce sciatica. Ev­ 
en driving your auto for long per 
iods may be enough to start this 
disabling ailment. 
Sciatic Pain 
Sciatic pain may be gnawing, 
dull or shooting, constant, or spas­ 
modic. Generally, it starts in 
you leg. In some cases, there is 
only slight pain, in the back and 
in others there is none. 
If a ruptured intervertebral 
disk is responsible, chances are 
that the pain began while you. 
were lifting smething heavy. You 
probably had a sensation that 
something g a v e way in your 
back. 
Persons with ruptured disks 
usually have more trouble sit­ 
ting than standing. And when 


they arise from a chair, they 
place one hand in the small of 
their back. 
No matter how bad the pain is, 
your doctor will be able to help 
you. In extreme cases, surgery 
may be the best cure. In others, 
a few simple procedures probably 
will help. 
Sleep on a cotton mattress laid 
over a heavy board which in 
turn rests on coiled bedsprings. 
This is good advice evdn if your 
backache is only a minor one. 
You can also apply local heat 
over the entire course of the 
nerve by using an electric pad, 
heat lamp, hot water bottle, site 
1 ath or diathermy. A high vita­ 
min diet with additional B com­ 
plex probably is advisable. 
In addition to pain-killing drugs, 
your physician might recommend 
spraying the p a i n f u l area with 
ethyl chloride as frequently as 
every three hours. 
Once you’re up and around 
again, watch your posture. Stand 
and sit correctly. Faulty posture, 
remember, can lead to sciatica.

terminal of the Jefferson Davis 
Highway.”

“Don’t ask me.,** said Perry. 
The police thought vandals may 
have taken, the plaque but could 
hardly have carried off a high­ 
way. 
The California 
State 
Highway 
Division 
searched 
records 
here 
but failed to find anything bearing 
on Jefferson Davis Highway. 
At the San Diego Historical So­ 
ciety, the placing of the plaque 
was recalled. 
The society also recalled that 


there had been some controversy 
over highway routes and names 
and. that another monument had. 
been placed in the plaza the same 
year. 
It is still there and inscriptions 
chiseled into the granite say it 
was “dedicated by our beloved 
President, Calvin Coolidge, Nov..

He Is ‘Calling Tu ne’ 
But Tiiry To Spat Exact 
Person Talked About

NEW YORK UPl — The consumer 
must be getting a little tired of 
being told he is calling the tune. 
Three months ago all the am a­ 
teurs were assuring the consumer 
of that. And now the professional 
analyzers of the economy, in gov 
ernm ent and finance, are repeat­ 
ing the sam e thing: 
The consumer by his spending 
last year brought about prosper­ 
ity. The consumer’s income rose 
last year. He spent more. And at 
the sam e time he saved more. 
Right now he is calling the tune — 
he is spending as he wishes for 
what he wants, and his slightest 
whim is charting the course of 
business. 
Now all of this may be true. 
The trouble comes when you try 
to find the particular consumer all 
the pundits are talking about. 
More individuals than not either 
spent more last year or saved 
more last year — one or the other, 
but not both. And the chances are 
a lot of them just rocked along 
as usual. 
And it must he a surprise to 
them to learn that they have a 
great deal of choice right now in 
how they spend their money H av-; 
jng bought all those things last 
year that their families just had 
to have if they were to hold up t 
their heads 
in the 
community, 
many indiv iduals are now so busy | 
meeting the payments, getting up 
the mortgage money and paying 
the grocer that they haven’t much 
tim e left in which to think up any 
particular tune to call. 
Some eight m i l l i o n persons 
bought new cars with at least two 
colors on the outside and two or 
three still different hues on the 
inside. But many more millions 
didn’t. 
Thousands of persons, it's true 
traipsed 
over 
to 
Europe 
and 
helped enrich the gold and dollar 
reserves of those countires — but 
many 
m o r e 
thousands 
didn't 
Thousands are now basking in the 
sunny South. Millions are just busy 
as usual keeping body and soul 
together up North. 
Out in the farm areas there’s 
much talk about a drop m income. 
This is doubtless true, but here 
too, it's sometimes hard to put 
your finger on the particular farm 
er they're talking about. Some of 
them still look fairly prosperous. 
And lots of them were never roll 
ing in all the wealth that city folk 
suspected. 
It’s probably true, that no m at­ 
ter who calls the tune, a lot of 
money w ill be spent in the country 
this year — and by consumers. 
For one thing, prices on a num­ 
ber of things are inching h ig h e r- 
mean m g a new pinch on the old 
paycheck

ployed farm ers from paying social 
security on their employes’ wages 
and to reduce the tax on the far in 
ers’ own income. 
“The American farm er, 
unlike 
the industrial employer or self cm 
ployed businessman, cannot hope 
to pass on to consumers the cost 
I of social security tax paym ents,” 
isaid Bricker. 
“To remove this 
inequity, 
we 
must give the farm er, for social 


security purposes, an equality with 
employes in 
industry 
and 
busi­ 
ness ” 
The Ohio farm delegates, led 
by their president, H. D. Heeka- 
thorn of Forest, also plan to see 
their Congressmen 
today. This 
Is what they expert to tell them : 
1. Support the soil fertility bank 
for agriculture, a program of tak 
ing millions of acres of crops out 
of production to reduce surpluses 
The Ohio farm ers said this is the 
best method to bring about produc 
tion adjustments. 
2. Go slow on federal aid to edu 
cation. Grant it only where school 
districts have “ severe 
financial 
burdens as a result of federal pro 
jects.” 
3. Expand rural postal service 
to all farm ers on passable roads. 
4. Make it easier 
for 
foreign 
countries to buy 
American 
pro­ 
ducts by (a) eliminating a require­ 
m ent that 50' per cent of agricult­ 
ural exports be shipped on U S 
vessels, and (b) simplifying cus­ 
toms procedure.

As Incredible

flareup on the surface of the sun, 
in which incredibly hot gases from 
the sun’s interior are apparently 
shot outward was reported yester 
day to have reached the velocity 
of about 1,020 miles per second, 
The observation was made at 
the Air 
Force 
Cambridge

search Center’s 
special 
observa 
tory in New Mexico. It clocked the 
speed, at which the ejected ma­ 
terial rose from the sun’s surface 
at a rate of 3Vi million miles an 
hour. 
The sunspot, activity rose to a 
height of 32.000 miles above the 
sun’s surface. 
Sun spots wrere first observed in 
numbers at the upper air research 
observatory on Feb. 10. For the 
next 10 days, the number grew un­

As Incredible 


CAMBRIDGE,

OB - A 
flareup on the surface of the sun, 
in which incredibly hot gases from 
the sun's interior are apparently 
shot outward was reported yester 
day to have reached the velocity 
of about 1,020 miles per second 
The observation was made at 
the Air 
Force 
Cambridge 
Re­ 
search Center’s 
special 
observa 
tory in New Mexico. It clocked the 
speed, at which the ejected ma­ 
terial rose from the sun’s surface 
at a rate of 3W million miles an 
hour. 
The sunspot activity rose to a 
height of 32,000 miles above the 
sun’s surface. 
Sun spots were first observed in 
numbers at the upper air research 
observatory on Feb. IO. For the 
next IO days, the number grew un 
til the sun's visible Northern Hem 
isphere was covered 
with 
about 
200 spots. 
The announcement said the pre 
vious maximum velocity reported 
at the station for such flares be­ 
fore the huge Feb. IO flareup was 
about 550 miles, per second. Ap­ 
pearance of spots on the sun is fre­ 
quently associated with magnetic 
storms on the earth. Marked fade- 
outs in radio communication over 
wide areas may occur.
